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DEVICE FOR BEAUTY TREATMENT OF LIMBS 

TECHNICAL Fin n 

The present invention relates to devices for beauty treatment of human body, particularly it 
refers to a device for beauty treatment of limbs or other parts of Hie body. 
The known means used by operators for executing beauty treatment of hand consislofa 
plurality of tools, supports and the like generally positioned on a work table and used, one 
aUcr the other, during the different treatment phases of hand, particularly of fingernails. 
A drawback of said known means and supports consists in that they are bulky, can be mislaid 
and they do not allow rationalizing and accelerating the operations to be executed on the 
hands. 

Other drawback consists in that the possible aspimtors of the known means, being ge^rally 
fixed, o fU-n arc not i „ the same position of the hand on which nail varnishes, resins and 
similar are applied and, therefore, said aspirator are often ineffective. 

Further drawback consists in that generally said known means do not allow a quick removal, 
appkeation and hardening of nail varnishes and resins, which are applied to the fingernails

4) Device according to claim 1 characterised in that the lamps (4) have a light emission of 
suitable spectrum for the polymerization or hardening orproducts applied to the nails. 

5) Device according to claim 1 characterized in ihfft includes removable containers (12) for 
the products used for beauty treatment of limbs. 

30 6) Device according to claim S characterized in that includes support means (13) for the 
wrist adjacent to the removable containers (12).

15) Device according to claim 3 characterized in thnt further comprises inner fan means, 
whose outlet flows into the cavity (1 1) and which are fit for drying and hardening the 
products applied to the fingernails. 

30 16) Device according to claim 3 characterized in th„t further comprises drawer means for 
containing products for treatment which can be extracted from the cavity (1 1).
